The  overall  success  of  this  ven- 
ture will  depend  largely  upon  the  people  of  California  and  the  extent  of  their  participation.

Early  in  1963,  President  Kennedy  proposed  a  plan  to  help  further  the  Alliance 
for  Progress,  suggesting  that  state  governments  within  the  U.S.  form  special  rela- 
tionships with  selected  countries  to  provide  more  effective  technical  cooperation 
and  create  warmer  human  relationships.  The  President  requested  that  California 
pioneer  this  effort  by  working  out  a  program  with  the  Republic  of  Chile,  because 
of  the  strong  historical  ties  and  the  major  problems  in  economic  and  social  develop- 
ment shared  by  the  two  states.  Governor  Brown  agreed  that  the  proposal  was 
worthy  of  exploration  and,  after  intensive  study,  the  Chile-California  Program 
became  official. 

Since  the  Program's  initiation  in  December  1963,  headquarters  have  been 
opened  in  Sacramento  and  Santiago.  Detailed  plans  have  been  worked  out  with 
the  U.S.  Agency  for  International  Development.  These  AID  programs  include 
planning  processes,  agricultural  marketing,  rural  extension,  river  development, 
manpower,  education  and  transportation.  Many  areas  of  cooperation  with  private 
enterprise  have  also  been  established. 

In  1965,  the  University  of  California  and  the  University  of  Chile  established 
an  "agreement  of  cooperation"  to  "contribute  in  a  significant  way  toward  the  edu- 
cational programs  in  each."  This  five-year  program,  financed  in  major  part  by  a 
Ford  Foundation  grant,  is  expected  to  involve  some  135  professors  and  250  stu- 
dents from  the  two  universities  in  long-term  exchanges,  plus  another  120  professors 
on  shorter  visits.  It  covers  five  major  areas:  agricultural  and  veterinary  medicine, 
the  arts,  natural  sciences  and  engineering,  social  sciences  and  libraries. 

As  a  result  of  this  local,  national  and  international  cooperation  program,  we 
have  found  a  rich  mine  of  information  in  all  areas  of  concern  to  Pacifica  Radio 
fisteners.  And  so,  beginning  with  this  Folio,  KPFK  will  offer  programs  on  music, 
the  arts,  science  and  pubhc  affairs,  intimately  concerned  with  Chile.  A  special 
emphasis  is  being  placed,  this  month,  on  the  work  of  the  Chile-California  and  Uni- 
versity of  California-University  of  Chile  Programs,  in  addition  to  special  broad- 
casts on  Chile's  social,  political  and  economic  history,  music  by  Chilean  orchestras, 
composers,  singers  and  folkloric  groups,  and  a  series  of  programs  on  Chilean  poet 
Pablo  Neruda.  We  have,  of  course,  more  than  we  can  possibly  air  during  these  four 
weeks,  and  so  plan  to  continue  the  development  of  other  programs  throughout 
the  year. 

We  are  most  pleased  to  have  the  enthusiastic  cooperation  of  the  Chile-California 

'  Program,  in  the  person  of  its  Deputy  Director,  Alan  Sieroty,  in  the  preparation  of 

\  several  of  these  broadcasts.  The  panel  discussions  have  been  organized  through  the 

'  good  offices  and  hard  work  of  Mrs.  Annette  Gelber,  Public  Relations  Coordinator 
of  the  Latin  American  Center  at  UCLA.  The  idea  for  these  series  on  Chile  as  well 
as  many  of  the  programs  are  the  work  of  Carlos  Hagen,  the  tireless  Head  of  the 
UCLA  Map  Library,  a  native  of  Chile  and  a  dedicated  sound  engineer  and  archivist.
